When seedlings have four to six leaves, trans- 
plant to larger flats of good soil.

Tips on Seed Sowing 


While many seeds may be sown in the open ground, better results are usually obtained with small seeds 
if the sowing is done in Market-Paks or similar containers. The Ball Seed Sowing Kit described on opposite 
page is ideal. Important points are: 

1. Clean soil. Florists sterilize their soil with steam, but heating it in a dishpan in an oven for about 45 
minutes at 200-250° works nicely. Soil should be moist, but not wet. 

2. Uniform moisture; do not let your seed tray dry out while seeds are germinating. 

3. Good ventilation; a mild air circulation immediately after germination, but not a windy spot. 

4. Proper temperature; most annuals sprout best in a uniform temperature of 60-70°—lower after seed- 
lings are % inch tall. 

We get best results by filling our containers half way with loam which is then thoroughly soaked. The 
balance is filled with screened and moistened leaf mold, or fine grade Sphagnum moss, leveled off with 
a board, but not packed down. Rows are made by pressing the edge of a lath % inch into the surface. 
Seed is sown thinly in these rows and no soil covering added. ‘‘Misting’’ with a fine spray after sowing 
completes the job. A newspaper covering may be used, but seedlings must be exposed to light immediately 
after germination.
